With regard to the implied argu- 
ment Jn the Berlin statement about 
encirclement, It Is polnted out that 
British policy has been made clear 
beyond all possibility of doubt. AlL 
engagements Into which the British 
governraent has entered or may still 
enter, with view to introducing a 
stabilising factor {nto Europe, and 
restoring confidence of a sovereign 
State, 

Since such engagements, remain 
without effect so long as no auch act 
of aggression is committed, com= 
mentators here are at a loss to ‘dis« 
cover how any question of “encir= 
clement" can arise. * 

. The Berlin ‘statement, they feel, 
completely ignores the fact thot it 
da the British Government which has 
consistently urged that outstanding 
problems should be settled by the 
method of negotiation. It was stated 
agaln in oficial quarters to-night that 
the British Government remains 
ready at oli times to lend their co- 
operation to peaceful settlement by 
discussion, and In , parllamentary 
elreles it is recalled that only last 
Friday in the House of Commons the 
Prime Minister emphasised the com- 
mon agreement of the Government 
and the Oppostion parties on the 
necesity for a Long-term peace policy. 
for the ‘seltlement of outstanding 
diMcultics. 


LARGE-MINDED STATEMENT 


© After udding also in agreement 
with the previous remarks of Mr. 
Attlee that you cannot tall peace 
terms In an atmosphere which js en- 
tirely without the basis of confidence, 
Mr. Chamberlain went on: “I would 
therefore say to the right honourable 
gentleman that if we could have such 
a renunciation of aggresston—I will 
put it a different way--if we could 
have the conviction there was no in- 
tention of aggression or of further 
use of force in relations between Ger- 
many and other countries, or threats

I agree with him 
that you cannot dissociate British 
interests from the interests of the 
world, The greatest of aol! British 
interests [gs the maintainance 
of peace, and it would | rather 
be jn an Intermnational  spirit— 
believing British Interests are best 
served by a solution . which takes 
uccount of the needs and ‘claims and 
rights of other nations as well as our 
own—that I would desire to approach 
the subject of how we should lay 
down the lines of permanent peace.” 
‘This = Jarge-minded declaration 
made a considerable impression in 
the House of Commons last week, 


and M.P.s accordingly have found all | 


the more curlous ‘the assertion in 
Berlin that the Western Powers have 
refused to solve in an effective 
manner the actual problems which 
condition the problem of peace as a

At the end of three yeurs, the 
powers may be extended from year to 
year. with the authority of Parlinment. 

These special ‘powers will be In 
reserve, as it is held that preparation 
for the defence of the country hitherto 
have been carried’ through with the 
willing co-operation of Industry, : 
the hope is expressed that this 
-operation wi)] continue.” 

The powers given under the bill do 
not In any way Involve the conserip- 
thon of labour,

Dyson

of Sir Frank Dyson, former 
Astronomer-Royal. 
He died at sea on a voyage 
from Australia. to South 
Africa.—Reuter. 


. BRILLANT CAREER 


Franks Watson Dyson, astronomer, 
was born at Ashby-de-la-Zouch in 
January, 1868, the son of a Baptist 
nuinistre, He was cducated at Brad- 
ford Grammar School and Trinity 
College, Cambridge, where he made 
mathematics his principal study. 


He carried off the Isaac Newton 
Studentship and Smith's Prize, and 
was Second Wrangler in the Mathe- 
matical ‘Lripos. 


From 1894, for vleven years, he 
was chief assistant ut the Royal 
Observatory, Greenwich, ond was 
also secretary of the Royal’ Astron- 
omleal Society from. 1699 to 1905, 
From 1905 to’ 1910 he wus Astronom- 
er Royal for Scotland, — - : 

He was then, sppointed to succeed 
Sir W. H. M. Christie, the Astron- 
omer Royal. At Greenwich he de- 
voted himself to the study of the 
structure of the universe and deter- 
mined the movements of thousands 
of stars, 

He organised .and accompanied 
many expeditions for the observation 
of total solnr eclipses in various 
parts .of the world, During the 
eclipee visible In Brazil he made the 
critical observation which verified 
that part of Etnstein’s theory of re- 
lativity-~which> postulated: a-deflection 
of the light of stars in the same part 
of the sky as the eclipsed sun. 

Siv Franks Dyson wus responsible 
for moving the magnetic department 
from Greenwich to Abinger near 
Leith Hill. This step was rendered 
necessary by stray electric currents 
from the South London tube and the 
electric trams. He also reorganised 
the time department which now 
possesses in the "Shortt’‘clocks time- 
recording tstruments of practically 
perfect precision, 

A Fellow of the Royal Saciety 
since 1901, he was knighted in 1915 
and received hon. degrees from Ox- 
ford, Cambridge und Edinburgh. In 
February, (1033, he retired under the 
age-limit_ und was succeeded by Dr. 
Harold Spencer Jones, Astronomer 
Royal at the Cape. . ,

Bishop Condemns. 
. Air Raids 


CHUNGKING, Mny 206.—Megr. F. 
X. dontzen, Catholie ‘Bishop — of 
Chungking, announced after the 
Jnpanese aire raids: * 

“Having. witnessed these scenes of 
horror nobody can’ remain neutral. 
It would be a monstrous crime for 
anyone to ask me to be silent.” 

Bishop Jantzen made this an- 
nouncement umidst rulns in Chung 
king in the course of a speech when 
a motion picture film recording the 
alr raid disaster was being taken by 
n Chinn motion picture studio. He 
experienced a narrow escape from 
death when one bomb destroyed the 
Ubrary where he had been reading 
the Bible. mines 

Following is an English translation 
of Bishop Jantzan's tallt in French: 

“During the bombing of May 4, the | 
Catholic Mission of Chungking suffer- | 
ed very serlous damages. In the 
Bishop’s quarters two demolitlon 
bombs of great powcr made craters 
15 metres wide and destroyed several 
buildings. Under the ruins of these 
buildings there were buried 25 
persons Including a matron of the 
Bible School nnd 15 of her pupils. 

“In St. Joseph's Parlsh an hosplee 
for old people and a hespital for the 
poor were destroyed by two bombs 
causing 18 victims. Two bombs fell 
at St. Micacl’s and demolished en- 
tirely the church and the school being 
responsible for six victims. 

“Many Chinese cities have suffered 
from terrible air raids. Now Chung- 
king has been subjected to martyr- 
dom. The number of’ victims either 
burned or crushed to death In this 
city Is estimated at 6,000. During the 
night, large sections in .the business 
centre were burnt. 

“Having seen these scenes of 
horrors no one can remain neutral. 
It.would bea. monsterous_crime for. 
anyone to asit me to be silent. Above 
all considerations, there is the voice 
of Justice and Humanity. My con- 
science is an echo of It. That is why 
1 join all men endowed with human 
feclings in protesting . vehemently 
against these atrocities which nothing 
can justify.”—Centrat News.
